after was only a second rater. It is 
said that he made a lot of money in 
the ring, but spent it in riotous living 
so that when old age and sicknesa 
overtook him he was destitute.

CITT LOSES ITS CASE. 


Jury Decides That There Should be 


' No Special Benefits. 


The caaei against the city of Orand 


Rapids were tried out in circuit court 
last week before Judge Park and a 
jury, and the Jury brought in a ver- 
dict in favor of the complaintants and 
against the city. 


These cases arose out of the assess- 


ments in the matter of widening Oak 
street, the cost of the matter being 
assessed against the surrounding prop- 
erty within a distance of 1000 feet. 
Many who lived at a distance from 
the proposed improvement contended 
that they were not especially bene- 
fitted by fhe improvement, and it 
seems that the jury believed the same 
way. 


While the opening of Oak Street 


would be a great Improvement to the 
city, and might be of value to proper- 
ty right in that immediate neighbor- 
hood, it does; not seem as if It would 
be of so much value to the man living 
just inside of the one-thousand foot 
line that he should pay a special as- 
sessment, while the man living pos- 
sibly across the street from him had 
nothing to pay. 


During an interview with one of 


the men who served on the jury that 
gentleman stated that he could see no 
justice whatever in assessing the ben- 
efits in the manner In which they had 
been .done, and it was his opinion that 
if the matter were carried to a higher 
court the verdict would be the same 
as in circuit court.

"We can nave no sympathy 
with 


those who seek to seize the power of 
government to advance their own per- 
sonal inteiests," is probably the most 
significant sentence of the statement, 
for therein the president shows clearly 
that the present administration will 
not countenance another Huerta upris- 
ing or another incipient revolt, such 
asfied to the murder of President Ar- 
avjo of San Salvador, even if he has

The president's statement follows: 
"One of the chief objects of my ad- 


ministration will be to cultivate

friendship and deserve the confidence 
of our sister republics of Central and 
South America, and to promote

every proper and honorable way the 
interests which are common to the peo- 
ples of the two continents. ! earnest- 
ly desire the most cordial understand 
ing and co-operation between the peo- 
ples and leaders

"Co-operation is possible only when 


supported at every turn by the order]} 
procession of just government basec 
upon law, not upon arbitrary or irreg 
ular force 
Wo hold, as 1 am sure all 


thoughtful leaders of republican gov 
eminent everywhere hold, that jus! 
government rests always upon the con- 
sent of the governed, and that there 
can be no freedom without order based 
upon law and upon the public 
con- 


science and approval 
We shall look 


to mpke these principles the basis of 
mutual intercourse, respect and help 
fulnoss between our sister republics 
and ourselves 
We shall lend our in 


flueiice of every kind to the realization 
of these principles in fact and prac 
tice, knowing that disorder, persona! 
intrigue and defiance of constitutional 
rights T«i>ken and discredit govern 
ment and lr£»re none so much as the 
people who are us fortunate enough to 
have their common l"o and their com 
mon affairs so tainted Mid disturbed 


"We can have no sympathy with 


those who seek to seize the power oi 
government to advance their own per- 
sonal interests or ambition. We are 
the friends of peace, but sve know that 
there can be no lasting or stable peace 
in such circumstances 
As friends 


therefore, we shall prefer those who 
act in the interest of peace and honor, 
who protect private rights and respect 
the restraint of constitutional provi 
slon 
Mutual respect seems to us the 


indispensable foundation of friendship 
between states, as between individu- 
als. 


"The United States has nothing to 


seek in Central and South 
America 


except the lasting interests of thepeo 
pies of the two continents, the secur- 
ity of governments intended for the 
people and for no special group of In- 
terests and the development of per 
sonal ;<nd trade lelatlonshipsbetween 
the two continents which should re- 
dound to the profit and advantage ol 
both and interfere with the rights and 
liberties of neither. 


"From these principles may be read 


so much of the future policy of this

•Chairman Thome of Iowa Commis- 


sion Telia How the Shippers and 


Consumers of the West Bene- 


fit by the Decision. ' 


Dos Molnoa, la., March 13,—The peo- 


ple of the United-Statos- have had 
Iowa to thank for a, number of. ex- 
cellent things, and to the Hat must. 
bo now addocl an achievement that 
means a groat deal to the shippers of

and ltd chairman, Clifford Thome. 


i achievement is the suspension 


and- revision, by the Interstate com- 
merce commission, of an entire freight 
classification, known us Western clas- 
sification No. Cl, and on March 31 tho 
.several hundred changes made to con- 
form to tho1 commission's order will 
go Into effect. 
Shippers and consum- 


ers ulllto will.benefit by tho revision. 


Iowa Leads the Fight. 


Iowa a commission wan by no means 


alono In the good work, but It' took 
tho Irilllatlvo In the case and aeaumod 
•the chief part of tho burden of pro- 
paring and trying It. Sixteen weHtern 
stato railroad commissions united In 
tho fight, and Mr. Thome was' tho 
.chairman of tho committee represent- 


ing them. 
He gives much credit to 


Benjamin L, Jacobson, who had gen- 
eral charge of gathering tho evidence 
and preparing th,o specific cases for 
trial, and to A, D. Boals, Iowa's rate 
export. 


Mr. Thorno today had'this to say of 


the big case and Its outcome: 


"Ono 
day during tho summer of 101.1. 


I wan floated In a hotel parlor In Mil- 
waukee. In one ond ot the room there 
woro sixteen men In their Khlrtsloovee, 
talking and listening occasionally to 
ft person stafidlng In tho center of the 
room; two or throo mlnutoH were al- 
lowed 'to the gentleman talking; ho 
took his seat and another person told 
a short story; and BO on, during tho 
course of the whole day. 


Powerful Group of Men. 


"This small group of men exercised 


more power than any other similar 
group, perhaps, In tho United States. 
'Some 'Mno hundred railroads, large 
and small, Interested In traffic be- 
tween tho Mlsslslppl river and tho Pa- 
cific coast, have organized what they 
call a western classification commit- 
too of about 
eighty-five 
members. 


Those eighty-five men have sejectod a 
subcommittee of sixteen, men. This 
sub-committee, which Is dominated by 
one or two Individuals, determines the 
freight ratings on over 7,000 articles, 
on which 35,000,000 people have to 
pay 
traffic 
between 
about 
20,000 


towns, located between the Mississip- 
pi river and the Pacific coast.

Is one of tho three Important classifi- 
cation committees In

"For the first time In tho history of 


American railroads an entire classifi- 
cation of one of those three grerat 
freight classification committees has 
been suspended by tho federal govern- 
ment. And tho committee I have de- 
scribed has boon making a revision of 
Its former work. In accordance with 
tho decision which was rendered by 
the Intnrstato commerce commission 
recently, known as the decision, In the 
case of Western classification No. 51. 
The railroads have just submitted to 
tho commission a list of several hun- 
dred changes in this classification to 
conform to the commission's order.and 
those will go Into effect March 31. 
Tho opinion In this case, next to the 
one rendered In the express case, Is 
perhaps the longest ever written by 
tho Interstate commerce commission. 
The ca«o Is of national Importance. 


, Many oil Its features are unique, and 
of profound concern to tho consumers 
of the country.

"'Many shippers and

Most Important Phases., 


"Of tho-many phases of the deci-

Prior to the Issuance of' No. •,51, the 
carriers permitted the shippers to use 
lumber and boards to prop up. machin- 
ery In a car, the railroads hauling 500 
pounds of such lumber,free of charge., 
No. 51 abolished the dunnage -prlvl-' 
lege, and the commission ordered It 
reinstated. 
When 'one considers the 


thousands of shlpmpnts that are made

'/Another change of Importance to 


the western -half of ithe, United'States 
concerns green hides, . The carriers 
put In a rule' permitting-them: to-re- 
fuse to tako green hides for shipment.

concerns binding twine. Prior.to the 
Issuance of No. 51.-the carriers per- 
mitted binding twine to be shipped 
mixed with agricultural implements, 
.all of which took carload rates. 
In 


No. 51, they proposed to apply less 
than carload rates on all shipments of 
binding twine, mado In this manner. 
This would have caused an advance 
of about one hundred per cent In the 
freight' ratos on binding twine, and 
more than ninety per cent of all bind- 
ing twine shipments, we were told 
by the largest shippers In the coun- 
try, would be affected by this hundred, 
per cent advance.

laws will have no control" of non-ml- 
gratoty birds, whether they be game 
birds or song birds.

,the year. One or two .examples may. 
be given, however, of birds which 
probably must dsuond hereafter, for 
the protection ci' their lives and of, 
their families' from actual extinction 
on the action of state legislatures. 
The ruffed grouse, called the partridge 
In many states and'the-pheasant in 
other states, is a non-migratory bird, 
at least it prcbably will bo so de- 
cided to be by the department of agri- 
culture. 
The prairie chicken also' is 


non-migratory and it probably • also 
musk depend upon state protection, 
but nearly all the other birds of the

Hev. Mr. Wolfe, Author of "Burial of 


Sir John Moore," Burled at 


Queenitown. 


A literary mystery of a hundred 


years ago Is recalled hy tho special 
centenary number, recently Issued, of 
the Newry Telegraph, an 
Ulster 


tri-weekly. 
In its pages April 19. 


1817, under the simple head of "Po- 
etry," appeared -what Byron called "tho 
most perfect ode in the language"— 
"The Burial of Sir John. Moore." By- 
ron or Campbell or unyof'the others 
to whom this poem was variously 
ascribed would doubtless have been 
proud to claim it. But the author was 
the obscure curate of Ballyclog, in 
Ty onne, Rev. Charles Wolfe, and 
the fame of the piece was but a poet* 
hurious fame for him. Not until his 
death, of consumption, In 1823, at the 
ear y age of thirty-two, ;did the* author- 
ship become known to the world*. And 
Wolfe, who wrote much other verse 
of. :nerit,; is remembered only by that 
one poem which sprang from tho col- 
um is of a provincial newspaper to,

offense.

"We can nave no sympathy 
with 


those who seek to seize the power of 
government to" advance their own per- 
sonal interests," Is probably the most 
significant sentence of the statement, 
for therein the president shows clearly 
that the'.present administration will 
not countenance another Huerta upriB- 
-ing or another Incipient revolt, such 
asjled to the murder of President Ar- 
avjo of San Salvador, even if he has 
to use force to prevent them. 


The president's statement follows: 
"One of the chief objects ot my ad- 


ministration will be to cultivate . the 
friendship and deserve the confidence 
of our sister republics of Central and 
South America, and to promote 
in 


every proper and honorable way the 
Interests which are common to the peo- 
ples of the two continents. 3 earnest- 
ly desire the most cordial-understand- 
ing and co-operation between the pec* 
pies and leaders 
of 
America 
and 


therefore, deem it my duty to make 
this brief statement. 


"Co-operation is possible only when 


supported at every turn by the orderlj 
procession of just government based 
upon law, not upon arbitrary or irreg- 
ular force. We hold, as 1 am sure all 
thoughtful leaders of republican gov- 
ernment everywhere hold, that jusl 
government 'rests always upon .the con- 
sent of the governed, .and that there 
can bo no freedom without order based 
upon law and upon the public 
con- 


science and approval. We shall look 
to make these principles the basis oi 
mutual intercourse, respect and help- 
fulness between our sister republics 
and ourselves. We shall lend our in- 
fluence of every kind to the realization 
of these principles in fact.and prac- 
tice, knowing that disorder, .persona! 
inrrijrue and defiance of constitutional 
lights TvKiken and discredit govern- 
ment and l&l'ire none so much as the 
people who are usfortunate enough to 
have their common life and their com- 
mon affairs so tainted Mid disturbed. 


"We can have no sympathy .with 


those who seek to seize the power oi 
government to advance their own per- 
sonal Interests or ambition,- We are 
the friends of peace, but we know that 
there can be no lasting or stable peace 
in such circumstances. 
As friends, 


therefore, we shall prefer those who 
act in the interest of peace and honor, 
who protect private rights and respect 
th'e 
restraint of constitutional provi- 


sion. Mutual respect seems to us the 
Indispensable foundation of friendship 
between states, as between Individu- 
als.

BREAKS PRECEDENT. 


NO 
REASON HE SHOULDN'T 


Any President Who Sought to lnflu; 


ence Legislation Could Do It Much 
More Privately by Conference* in 
White Hous*.

Washington.—Prenident 
Wilson's 


hint that he may go on occasion to 
the -capitol where he can be in touch 
with legislation, created lU ten days' 
stir, and it will create another ten 
days' stir, and perhaps more.

It does not seem that there would 


be anything to create special interest, 
let alone undue excitement, in the 
expressed desire of the president of 
the United States to sit for a few 
hours each week under the same 
dome of the capitol where he would 
bo in easy reach of guch members as 
might like to consult him or as he 
might like to consult, but anything 
which breaks precedent in Washing- 
ton raises comment, stir and frequent- 
ly strong opposition. 
There is noth- 


ing in the Constitution or laws of 
the United States to prevent the pres- 
ident from makin-? his office any- 
where that he wishes in the city of 
Washington, and if his desire is to 
have a branch office in the capitol, 
nothing can be done to prevent it, and 
very likely there is no reason except 
that of tradition and precedent why 
it should be prevented 


Hat No Ulterior Motive. 


No one in Washington 
has 
been 


round to say that he thinks for an in- 
stant Mr. Wilson has any intention, 
of coming over to the capitol to make 
"his will dominant." They think that 
his desire in the matter is entirely 
democratic, and that it is born of a 
wish to be in a closer and a more re- 
sponsive touch with the members than 
would be the case if he spent all his 
time in the White House while con- 
gress is in session. 
This feeling of 


an utter absence of any untoward in- 
tention on Mr. Wilson's part has not, 
however, prevented criticism, and it 
has come not only from members of 
opposition parties but from members 
of bis own party. The thing probably 
will prove- after a little to have been 
only a tempest in a teapot. 


If the executive authority ever is 


used wrongfully to influence legisla- 
tion, it can be so used at the White 
House just as readily as at the cap- 
Hoi. In fact, the observer of years 
in Washington knows perfectly well 
that if a president wants to make his 
will felt he Is much more liable to 
attempt it at a distance rather than 
from the capitol, where all the mem- 
bers in a way would be watching him. 
Every day ot the parts of the year 
when congress is in session scores of 
senators and representatives go to the 
White House, gome on tjbeir own er- 
rands bent, and others called there 
by tbe president who wishes to con- 
sult with them upon matters of legis- 
lation. 


When the president wants to see a 


member alone he takes him into his 
private office and closes the 
doors. 


What passes there no one knows, un- 
less 
the president 
or his visitor 


chooses to disclose it. and the visitor 
never will disclose it unless the pres- 
ident gives him permission, for such 
conferences always an held to be con- 
fidential.

VARIETY AND USES OF TEARS

A Danish professor is quoted as

They destroy microbes. They not 
only have preventive properties, but 
are healing ai well. They will hasten 
recovery if applied to any luxury. All 
of which is announced as a scientific 
"discovery," and perhaps it is, viewed 
from a medical standpoint. But the 
curative quality of tears, their uses 
as a preventive, their value as 
a 


weapon, their power as a lever, etc., 
all these were known long before Doc- 
tor Lindahl of Copenhagen studied 
their effect upon microbes and their 
employment In flushing the nasal 
ducts. 


Tears have so close a relation with 


the human heart that their infinite va- 
riety of uses are devoted to a greater 
or less extsnt in almost every Individ- 
ual, 
says a writer In the Pittsburg

guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be 
fined not more than 1100 or Impris- 
oned not more than ninety days, or 
both, in the discretion of the court." 


Support Almost Unanimous. 


The influences for this federal legis- 


lation for the protection of birds 
which it was feared rapidly were be- 
coming extinct, were exerted 
from 


every state in the Union. There was 
no sectionalism in it, and few persons 
raised the plea of states' rights in or- 
der to defeat the measure. It is said 
that public opinion all over the United 
States had become so aroused because 
of the diminishing game birds and 
song birds that all quibbles were put 
aside and virtually a unanimous senti- 
ment exerted itself for the measure. 
There were only fifteen votes against 
it in the house of representatives. 


National and state granges, state 


and local game protective associa- 
tions, bird societies of all klnda, and 
other organizations worked for this 
measure. 
It is declared to be tne 


most important event in the history 
of bird life conservation in the United 
States.

their departments are under consid- 
eration, to answer questions and to 
give information which may enlighten 
on the points at issue. 
'• 


Such a course would be in entire 


keeping with Mr. Wilson's intimation 
that he may go to the capitol on oc- 
casion to be witbin eaay reacb of rep- 
resentatives and senators who care to 
consult him. It Is all a part of a plan 
to bring the administration and con- 
gress closely together in conference 
on matters of legislation. 


Air. Taft's idea was that if the mem- 


bers of bis cabinet could go to the 
house and the senate, especially at 
times when appropriation bills were 
under consideration, tbe actual need 
for money in this case or tbat case 
would be more clearly presented, and 
the doubts of members who did not 
know how to vote could be cleared up 
and a more intelligent consideration 
could be given to each item in every 
appropriation bill. 


The former president did not in- 


tend, however, to limit the appear- 
ance of members of the cabinet to ap- 
propriation occasions He wanted con- 
gress to provide that whenever a cab- 
inet officer's presence seemed advisa- 
ble he might be summoned, given a 
seat on the floor and allowed to an- 
swer all questions and to vouchsafe 
such opinions as suggested them- 
selves to him as being pertinent to 
the subject matter in hand. 


"Influence" Is Feared, 


It is the fear of some congressmen 


that the admission of cabinet mem- 
bers to the floor would bring about a 
condition of "administration influence" 
with the legislative branch and that 
this ought to be avoided, especially 
in a Democracy. It was the fear of 
this same influence which has made 
many members of congress oppose the 
suggestion of Mr. Wilson that he 
might come to the capitol himself on 
occasion, a suggestion which has been 
treated of in another dispatch. 


There is any amount of personal in- 


fluence used to sway legislation in 
congress and some of this personal 
influence has been condemned by the 
public and the press ever since the 
first congress convened. 
This influ- 


ence is that of the lobby which in 
times past and even today has a 
strong representation in Washington. 
The lobbyists are nothing like as Im- 
portunate as once they were, nor do 
they carry on their importunities with 
the same disregard of publicity and 
of the actual decencies as once they 
did. 


A good many-members of congress 


say that the legislative lobby which 
comes here from a distance is more 
inimical to Democratic institutions 
than the presence of the president and 
his cabinet officers in the capitol pos- 
sibly coulil be, but those who are op- 
posed to the appearance of the repre- 
sentatives of tlie administration say 
the constitution 
draws the line so 


sharply between the executive and the 
legislative branches that the line 
should not be crossed even in appear- 
ance.

Others contain 
the oldest Greek manuscripts in the 
world, supposed to be able to fill gaps 
in the Epistles and other parts of the 
New Testament. 


The idea of making Mount Athos a 


republic came from Russia, anxious to 
keep her influence in Macedonia, and 
is unwelcome to Bulgaria, tired of tu- 
telage and used to consider tlie church 
as a political factor, now of less im- 
portance than before. But the other 
allies pressed Russia's proposal be- 
cause they felt jealous of Bulgarian 
domination in that sacred territory. 


Delegates from all the allied states 


will meet in Salonica under the Rus- 
sian consul and draw up the new re- 
public's laws. The patriarch of the 
Bulgarians, who. hitherto has lived: in 
Constantinople, probably will live on 
the peninsula.

ASTER Is the principal festival of 


the 
Christian year, observed .in 


commemoration of the resurrection 
of Jesus Christ. 
The resurrection 


took place just after the Jewish 
feast of the Pasgover. The Chris- 
tians of Jerusalem, and after them 
those of the Asiatic churches gen- 
erally, were accustomed 
to hold 


the feast of Easter on this same 


day, 
or simultaneously with the feast of the 


Jewish Passover. This custom was not accept- 
able to the Gentile churches in Italy and the 
west generally, and they changed the time of 
East«r observance to the Sunday following the 
fourteenth day of the moon, or month, and this 
difference of practice led to grave discussions be- 
tween trie 'east and the •west, which were finally 
nettled by the agreement at the council of Nice . 
tn the early -part of the fourth century to make 
'[be western usage universal. 
From triat time 
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It makes a man feel good when he 


Is pretty certain he is gcing to miss a 
train and doesn't. 


Easier has been observed not only in Christian 
Europe and America, but far across the sea in 
the ancient strongholds of 
pagan 
superstition. 


And so it has come to pass that the very word 
ICaster'thrills t'-?e heart with gladness, bringing , 
its welcome announcement 
that the gloom is 


liapt, and the time of bud and blossom, leaf and 
spray, glancing wins and sudden song, floating . 
cloud and prismic shower, the timo of affluence 
and beauty and crowing, and rapture of high 
vitality in plant and human life alike—that won 
drous time has come again. 


In every Christian land the season is observer 


with deep, religious feeling. 
In Jerusalem, the 


Holy City, enshrined with to many memories of 
Christ, his life, his work, his death and his resur- 
rection, the celebration of Raster is of peculiar 
interest. 
Representatives of EO many churches 


and sects assemble here at this season for spe- 
cial 
religious celebrations 
that 
an 
elaborate 


schedule has to be planned to prevent worship 
according to one form of the Christian faith from 
Interfering with that of another. Turkish sol- 
diers are much in evidence at this time to check 
the smallest beginning of open conflict. 
One of 


ths most impressive features of the Eastertide 
observance in Jerusalem is witnessed en Good 
Friday on the Via Dolorosa—supposed to be the 
road over which Christ bore the cross to Cal- 
vary—when this commemorative journey is made 
by the pilgrims on their knees. , 


Easter customs still cling to England In many 


places. 
Maundy money is distributed on Thurs- 


day at Westminster Abbey, as in the days of 
Pepys, old men and women over fit) years of age 
receive specially minted coins, corresponding to 
the years in King^ George's life. 
It follows that 


the older a British king is, the more money is 
distributed. 


On Good Friday there is a procession to St 


Paul's cathedral revived from early times by the 
Bishop of London, and the suburban districts 
have smaller ones to 'heir parish churches. 


The veiling of the orjciflx at Easter is still 


maintained as a survival of that older ceremony 
of "watching the sepulchre." 
In olden days this 


graphic and elaborate rite commenced on Good 
Friday with the lowering of the great, crucifix 
and its -bestowal hi -a shallow grave dug beneath 
the high altar, where it remained until early in 
the morning of Easter day. 
In course of time, 


as the ritual became more ornate, the grave was 
discarded in favor of a temporary wooden sopul- 
chre erected on the north of the choir, and the 
host as well 
as 
Jic 
crucifix 
were deposited 


therein. 


An old writer on Durham cathedral thus de: 


scribes it: 
"On Good Friday, after the singing 


of the Passion, two monks took a large crucifix 
and, 
laying it upon a velvet cushion, brought it 


to the lower greeses (steps) of the quire and 
there betwixt them he'lfl trie crucifix. 


"Then one of the monks rose and went a pretty 


space from it and setting himself upon his knees 
to the cross und kissed it. and after him the 
other monk did likewise. Afterwards so did the 
prior and all the monks, the whole choir in the 
meantime singing an anthem. Amidst (be light 
of the candles and the burning of incense) the 
cross was then carried to the sepulchre and there 
was laid, torriripr with the holy sacrament, with- 
in the sepulchre." 


Guards were then placed to watch until Easter 


morning, when the singing of "Christus Restir- 
gens," the sacred symbols where taken out of 
their temporary grave and replaced upon the al- 
tar. It was nn old belief thnt the eyes which be- 
held this Easter elevation would not close in 
death during tlie year to come. 


The churches in many poorer quarters, includ- 


ing St. George's in the Borough—"Little Dorrit's 
church"—and 
St. 
John's. 
\Valw,orth. 
are 
so 


thronged by Easter wedding couples that the 
clergy often marry them in groups. 


At the church of St. Mary, Woolnooth, near the 


mansion house, a queer distribution is still car- 
ried out in accordance with the will cf Sir John 


i Spencer, who was lord mayor in 15S4. He left a 


Kre 


legacy with instructions to the church wardens 
to distribute colored eggs to communicants on 
Easter morning. That entails giving away about 
600 of these eggs. 


Many ceremonies and spor.ts distinguished the 


celebration of Easter in olden times. In a royal 
roll of the time of Edward I preserved in the 
tower, appears an entry of IS pence for 400 eggs 
to be used for Easter gifts. 
Town authorities 


engaged with due dignity in games of ball. 
In 


the northern parts of England the men paraded 
the streets on Easter -Sunday and claimed the 
privilege of Jifting every woman they met three 
times from the ground, receiving in payment a 
kiss or » silver sixpence. The same was done 
by the women to the men the next day. It is re- 
corded also that on Easter Monday the women 
had a right to strike their husbands, and on Tues- 
day the men struck their wives, as in December 
the servants scolded thein-masters. From a Ger- 
man authority it is learned that in the Neumark 
on Easter day the men servants whip the maid 
servants with switches, and on Monday the maids 
whip the men. 
In some parts of Germany par- 


ents and children try to surprise each other in 
bed on Easter morning to apply the health-giving 
switches. 


In Palestine. Easter is the day when relatives 


and friends exchange gifts and it is the family 
reunion day, much as is Christmas in America. 
On Easter a grand mass is celebrated 
at 
12 


o'clock midnight, at. which all present receive 
the Lord's supper. After the service, which lasts 
about four hours, the crowds go home to break 
their fast and feast on the dainties prepared be- 
fore hand. 
In the morning visits are exchanged 


between relatives and friends, the younger peo- 
ple go to the cider people first to wish them a 
bright Easter and many happy returns. About 1 
p. m. a grand patriarchal procession walks to the 
church of the Holy Sepulchre singing those melo- 
dious Gregorian songs. The scene is particularly 
imposing. 
There now follows a service in the 


Greek cathedral at which the gospel for Easter 
day is read in all the leading languages of the 
world. 


The first person to saluts the czar of Russia on 


Easter morning with the words "Christ is Risen" 
must be greeted in turn with a royal kise. No 
matter how lowly the person—the meanest of 
beggars, even—the great czar must bestow upon 
him a brotherly kiss. No; so many Easters ago 
the czar was compelled by this inexorable cus- 
tom to kiss the cheek of a peasant sentry, sta- 
tioned in the garden to which the czar had es- 
caped for an early morning walk. 


The Spaniards believe that h,« who is born on 


Good Friday has the. gift of second sight. They 
• 


delight to tell that Philip IV was second-sighted 
because he came into the world on this day. 
Spanish women, as well as many English country- 
women, declare that sewing done on Good Fri- 
day will never come undone. 


By many European peasants the wind is watch- 


ed on Palm Sunday, In the belief that from what- 
ever direction it then blows, thence it will come 
most frequently during the ensuing year. 
The 


Spaniard who is fortunate enough to secure a 
palm, blessed and used in a church procession 
on Palm Sunday, fastens it to the balcony of bis 
house for protection from lightning. 


An interesting Easter egg custom prevails in 


Poland. 
On Easter Monday every head of a 


house, man or woman, presents each visitor on 
his call with a hard-boiled egg, or, rather, the 
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half of one. The head of the house divides the 
egg, gives a half to the caller, and eats with him 
the other part. The custom has such a hold on 
the people that the nobles, even when living far 
away frofli the fatherland, observe 
it.

years ago Prince Czartoryski was in, residence In 
Paris, when he held the usual reception on Easter 
Monday, receiving each guest at the door of his 
salon, aud dividing the egg in traditional style 
with each visitor, who ate it conscientiously. 


In America, with its population drawn from 


sections of the globe, many Easter observances 
distinctive of the various countries have been re- 
tained by the immigrants and their descendants. 


So decidedly has Easter Sunday come to 1)0

No time 
is lost, the sport beginning at once, and soon it 
is in fast and furious progress, the greensward 
speckled with eggs and rainbow hues., All the 
children wear their best clothes, 
which arc 


destined to be sadly mussed and more or less 
torn before the day is over, yet a thoroughly 
democratic spirit prevails, the ypungsters being 
of all classes. 


To the eye of the casual observer the egg play 


is somewhat devoid of meaning, but a study of It 
shows that it is both varied and 
interesting. 


Some of the children make races with their eggs, 
starting them simultaneously from the top of 
hillock, with the understanding that the one to 
reach the bottom first is the winner. If it is "for 
fair" the egg of the'loser passes into the pos- 
session of the successful contestant. 
Another 


way is to roll an egg down hill, to be received 
at the bottom on the point of a second egg If the 
thing is properly done, and failure or success in 
this object gives rise to much merriment. Or, 
again, two children may roll their eggs toward 
each other on a flat piece of ground, and when 
they have met the one cracked is lost. 


In no other land does the Easter egg so splen- 


didly symbolize democracy as in America.

distributed. 


On Good Friday there is a procession to St 


Pniil's cathedral revived from early times by the 
Bishop of London, and the suburban districts 
'have smaller ones to their parish churches. 


The veiling of the crucifix at Easter is still 


niahita'ined as a survival of that older ceremony 
of "watching the sepulchre." 
In olden days this 


graphic -and elaborate rite commenced on Gooc. 
Friday with the lowering of the great crucifix

•of the Passion, two monks took a large crucifix 
and 'laying TC upon a -velvet cushion, brought it 
to the "'lower greeses (steps) of the quire and 
there -betwixt -them helfl the crucifix. 


"Then one of the monks rose and went a ppetty 


space from it and setting 'himself upon his Inaees 
to the cross -a-nd kissed it. and after him the 
other monk (lid likewise. 
Afterwards so did the 


prior and all the monks, the whole choir iik the 
meantime singing -an anthem. 
Amidst the light 


of the candles and the burning of incense! the 
cross was then carried to the sepulchre and .there 
was laid, together with the holy sacrament, .with- 
in the sepulchre." 


Guards were then placed to watch until Easter 


morning, when the singing of "Chrisms Resur- 
gens," the sacred symbols where taken out of 
their temporary grave and replaced upon the al- 
tar.

Voting Taxes for 1914 State Aid Work 


The state highway commission is 


sending out to chairmen and town 
clerks a form of resolution for voting 
state aid road and bridge taxes at this 
Spring's town meeting or at a special 
meeting held before September 1st. 


The commission points oijt that the 


legislature has passed almost unani- 
mously the bill making good the $450,- 
000 deficit in state aid for this year's 
work, which indicates that its policy 
toward adequate appropriations for 
1914 and 1915 will be a generous one. 


It is customary to vote state aid 


taxes by resolution at the same hour 
that other town business is taken up 
and not to vote by ballot, though both 
courses are legal. 


It is believed that voters for state 


aid in 1914 will show an increase over 
the votes of 1913, which were almost 
double those for 1912. The move- 
ment for better roads in Wisconsin 
is gaining tremendous impetus under 
the new state aid law, and it is now 
the leading state in the Middle West 
in modern road and bridge construc- 
tion.
